Lord Rhondda’s Blunder. 


The Food Controller's blunt refusal, in 
the debate in the House of Lords yester- 
day, to modify the terms of his Order 
fixing the price of live stock from next 
September confronts the farming com- 
munity with a serious situation. Some ex- 
pectation had been entertained that, in 
deference to the strong criticisms which 
have been passed upon his schedule of 
prices by ‘represertative agricultural 
bodies, he would announce an alteration in 
his plan. On the contrary, he is adamant 
in his adherence to it. He refuses to vary 
it in the slightest degree, despite the fact 
that his proposals met with an opposition 
of almost unprecedented unanimity in the 
House of Lords. That institution may 
have its defects; but its most inveterate 
enemies will not deny that it comprises 
the most authoritative body of spokesmen 
for British agriculture that could . be 
assembled. No member of the House had 
a good word to say for Lord Rhondda’s 
Order ; member after member, Liberal and 
Unionist, rose to condemn it in unsparing 
terms. The Order fixes the price of beef 
in September at seventy-four shillings per 
live hundredweight, and in Jenuary at 
sixty shillings, although in the former 
month the cost of production is about at its

le counter-argument that high prices of 
are one oí the most serious causes of 
industrial unrest, and that economie laws 


ducing the price of meat to the industrial 
consumer. Such an argument, at. this 
time of day, can orly be i 


beginning to re-learn the half-forgotten 
truth that the land is the source of a 
nation’s strength, and that self-sufficiency 
in respect of food is the first principle of 
a nation’s security; we were beginning to 
lay anew the foundations of a healthy 
agricultural economy. Lord Rhondda’s ill- 
considered Order threatens to mar this 
fair prospect It will not serve the 
interests of the consumer; for, as the Earl 
of Selborne pointed out, its result will be 
' the reverse of that anticipated—not chegp- 
ness and plenty, but deceased produc- 
tion, scarcity, and, the Order notwith- 
standing, ultimate dearness. It will 
penalise the farmer at a moment when 
he is being urged on all hands to increase 
production. If it is really an impérious 
political necessity to reduce the price of 
meat, we see nothing for it--though we 
objected to it as contrary to ali economic 
theory in the case of bread—than that the 
loss should be borne by the taxpayer’ in 
the shape of a State subsidy. Certainly 
Lord Rhondda’s way is not the right way. 
The Corn Production Bill has just passed 
through Committee amended to meet Irish 
conditions. The meat prices Order 
threatens to make that beneficent measure 
largely a dead letter. If all the prospects 
of increased food production are not to be 
fatally compromised, this blundering Order 
must be drastically revised.

Belgium’s Future. 


The British Government has anticipated 
events, which may change in a dramatic 
way—-such is our hope—and has ap- 
pointed a committee to “investigate the 
means of promotion and advancement of 
trade and commerce between the British 
Empire and Belgium.” The Committee is 
established to “increase and develop 
that trade by every desirable means.” Its 
members will examine into the supplies 
and requirements of the respective coun- 
tries. They will endeavour, after infor- 
mation is obtained, to render all possible 
assistance in regard to shipping, manu- 
factures, imports and exports. The ad. 
vancement of any particular firm or trade 
shal] not be a part of its duties except in 
regard to the general principles for which 
it is established. At the first blush it may 
seem to many that the thoroughness with 
which the work is to be undertaken is 
at the present time rather misplaced 
energy. There must, however, be a 
great deal behind it all to: which the 
Government has given careful study. 
It is to be trusted that this project will 
meet with proper appreciation from 
commercial firms in the kingdom whose 
trade sympathies in pre-war days certainly 
has a tendency to go east to their great 
financiets and good customers.* After the 
war is over and the work of build- 
ing up proceeds, an enormous amount of 
capital wili be necessary for the revival 
of manufactures and work on minerals 
and agriculture. Apart from the inter- 
national gifts to the Belgian Government 
for the purpose of giving it a proper 
start, it must not stop short at that if 
Belgium is to regain in a few. years a 
tithe of her former prosperity. British 
capital will be sought first possibly, and it 
is fair to assume will be found from trad- 
ing corporations and private capitalists. 
It is a sound idea, therefore, to discover 
means by which we can benefit ourselves 
to an extent from the result of “ mercan- 
tile philanthropy.” Frankly, it must be 
said, there may also be an underlying idea 
that Germany is not to be allowed to ex- 
ploit Belgium again commercially. Tens 
of thousands of Germans will not wish to 
stay in their own country after all is over 
to be oppressed with taxation and de- 
pressed by the aftermath of the war. 
Everything on the face of it of Belgian 
manufacture will be taken up by buyers 
elsewhere from various motives: that 
would be the chance for the wily Teuton. 
The heads of the German occupation have 
ruthlessly stamped out all the fabric of 
Belgian industry with the malicious anti- 
cipation of making it their own happy 
hunting ground—they have never antici- 
pated being hunted out of it, It was 
necessary on our part, unless our inten- 
tions should have been misinterpreted, to 
inform the Belgian Government that there 
was no intention to exploit its country, 
or, to be candid, to take advantage of 
its unfortunate position. It has ex- 
pressed great appreciation, so the work 
will start with good-will on all sides.

UNQUALIFIED DENTISTS. 


NEW COMMITTEER’S TERMS OF 


REFERENCE. 


Answering questions, in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday, by Mr. Raffan, Mr. Anderson, 
and a number of other hon. members, 

Mr. BONAR LAW said it was not a fact that 
the Departmental Committee appointed by the 
Lord President of the Council, to investigate 
the extent and gravity of the evils connected 
with the practice of dentistry by unqualified 
persons, was confined mainly to medical men 
and qualified dentists. There were only four 


Committee, and of these only one Was in prac- 
tice. No legislation was proposed, but the 
Committee, which contained a number of mem- 
bers of each House.of Parliament, was asked to 
consider the propriety of proposing it. The 
greatest care would be taken to obtain the evi- 
dence of unqualified dentists through such recog- 
nised channels as were available. The war had 
brought the scarcity of qualified dentists into 
prominence, and the object. of the appointment 
of the Committee at present time was to 
prepare the way for legislation, if desirable, on 
the return of peace. The terms of reference of 
the Committee, which the right hon. gentleman 
proposed to circulate, were:—(1) The causes. of 
the presetit inadequate supply of qualified den- 
tists and dettal surgeons; (2) the expediency of 
legislation prohibiting in the United Kingdom 
- the practice of dentistry and dental surgery by 
unqualified persons, and the conditions under 
which certain classes of unqualified persons at 
present engaged in the practice of dentistry 
might be permitted to continue to practice by 
the institution of a special roll for the purpose, 
and (5) the practicability, without impairing the 
existing guarantees for the efficient practice of 
dentistry, of modifying the course of study and 
examination prescr thed for dental qualifications, 
reducing the tame occupied, and diminishing the 
cost of training Jontal students.

General Korniloff, who, by the’ 

tion of General Brusiloff, becomes Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Russian Armies, 
is one of the picturesque figures outstand- 
ing in the war and the Russian revolution.

His firmness has already had great effect

Russian Armies, and with new and greater 
powers he may be able to reverse the pre- 
sent serious situation. 

Interest in the House of Commons this 
afternoon chiefly centred in Mr, Bonar 
Law’s statement. of the business to be got 
through before the House adjourns. e 
only surprise was the announcement that 
among the measures to be passed is a War 
Loan Bill. The Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer explained that he does not expect 
it will be necessary to issue a loan during 
the recess, but desires to have the power, 
-if required. Besides, he needs this 
authority to enable him to issue long- 
dated notes to the United States Govern- 
ment in regard to the advances that it 
has made to this country. 

Members were a little surprised, I think, 
to find that the House was not expected to 
adjourn before some time in the week be- 
ginning August 20th. Such good progress 
has been made lately that it was hoped 
that an earlier date would have been pos- 
sible. There was very little sympathy 
with Mr. Dillon’s complaint of the in- 
sufficient time allotted for Supply: Mem- 
bers generally consider that the member 
for. East*Mayo has put himself quite out 
of court by his ostentatious refusal to do 
anything to help in the prosecution of the 
war. 

There were a few echoes at question 
time of last night’s debate on Mr. Hender- 
son’s visit to Paris. Not much fresh in- 
formation was given, however, except that 
Mr. Bonar Law expressed the hope that 
the Labour Party would not take part in 
any Conference at Stockholm or elsewhere 
in which they would have to meet enemy 
delegates.

Some of the 
papers make him say that he went “ona 
submarine” for the purpose of keeping 
Mr. Macdonald right.

BUSINESS OF THE 
SESSION. 


The CHANCELLOR of the EXCHEQUER, in 
reply to Mr. MeKenna, said that on Monday 
they proposed to take the report stage of the 
Corn Production Bill, and on Tuesday the 
report and third reading of that bill. On 
Wednesday they would take the Scottish Esti- 
mates, and on Thursday the Representation of 
the People Bill: If the New Mimistries Bill was 
completed that day the House would not sit 
next day (Friday); but if ga not completed 
hey would have to sit on friday. 
; The CHANCELLOR of the EXCHEQUER 
then moved a resolution providing that only 
sixteen days should be allotted to Supply, i- 
stead of the twenty days arranged for by the 
Standing Orders. He said that since the out- 
break of the war™tee House had always con- 
sented not to have the full number of allotted 
days for Supply. That was reasonable, not only 
on account of the pressure of business in con- 
nection with the war, but because the Votes of 
Credit, though they did not exactly cover the 
same ground es discussions in Supply, still took 
up a large part of the time ol the House. 
That session there had been four Votes of 
Credit. which, in conjunction with the Consoli- 
dated Fund Bills, had occupied 18 days of the 
sittings of the House, Ih 1915 the number of 
allotted days was 17, and last year it was 15 
davs. This session they already had 141 days 
in Supply, and it was proposed to have two 
more. With regard to the business that would 
have to be completed before the adjournment 
one of the additional days for Supply would be 
to the Scottish Estimates, and the 
other to the Colonial’ Office Vote, and the 
Medical Vote on report. They intended to 
eatry the Corn Production Bill through all ite 
stages, and it would also be necessary to have a 
War Loan Bill, but that did not at all mean 
that he contemplated having a loan during the 
recess. But it was advisable to have the power 
of issuing sich a loan, if necessary. It was 
necessary to have that bill, for this reason— 
that they would probably have to give to the 
American Government long-dated notes in ex- 
change for the loans we had reeeived from 
them. There would also be some: minor bills, 
such as the Exniring Laws Continuance Bill, 
the’ Tele of Man Customa Bill, the Public Health 
(Treland) Rill. and the Titles Derrivation Bill, 
With regard to the Munitions Bill, they hoped

Minister of Munitions was-negotiating with the ee 
trade unions on the subject. Whether or not 
the bill could he carried before the adjourn- 
ment would defend on the result of those 
nevotiations. ‘They nroposed to carry in Com- 
mittesa up to Clause 26 of the Representation of 
the People Bill, and he hoped to have a day 
for the introduction of the Education Bill. 


THE PROBABLE DATE OF ADJOURNMENT. 

If the Corn Production Bill left that House 
on Tuesday he hoped that it would come back 
from another place at the beginning of the 
week commencing August 20. In that case the 
Howse would be able to adjourn, probably early 
in that week. As regards the length of the 
recess, he thought it would be advisable not to 
say anything definite until they knew the exact 
date of the adjournment; but their intention 
was to ask the House to come back about the 
middie of October.

Two German attacks to the east of Cerny 
were stopped by our fire. 

In Champagne there was an encounter be- 
tween patrols, in which we captured some pri- 
eoners. There was an artillery duel on the left 
bank of the Meuse. 

Aviation.—Between July 21 and 31 twenty 
enemy arroplanes and two "Drachen balloons 
were brought down. During this same period 
21 enemy aeroplanes were badly hit and fell in 
their own lines. During the above-mentioned 
period a dozen of our squadrons made numerous 
riids and bombarded, among other places, the 
railway stations of Roulers, Metz, Thionville, 
Moutmedy, and Bethenyville, the Hagondange 
Works, the cantonments and bivouacs in the 
forest of Houthulot and Spincourt, and in the 
valley of the Suipps and the munition dumps 
in Laon district. Forty-one thonsand kilo- 
grammes of bombs were dropped in these raids, 
which caused much damage. 


GERMAN OFFICIAL. 


Thursday.—Army Group, of Crown Prince 
Rupprecht—On the battlefield in Flanders the 
heavy artillery duels did not recommence till 
the afternoon. 

From Langemark to the Lys the enemy 
directed a drum-fire against our lines, which 
lasted several hours before he delivered new 
strong attacks against this front. In the 
evening heavy fighting again developed in which 
the divisions led into fire by the enemy were 
repulsed everywhere, whilst frequently our 
battle lines were moved forward during success- 
ful counter-attacks. 

At no point did the enemy gain any advan- 
tages. On the contrary, he suffered heavy san- 
guingry losses owing to our unweakened defen- 
sive fire, in addition to several hundreds of 
prisoners which we captured durihg our counter- 
atiacké at points where the enemy had broken 
ints our line. ., | 

Fresh English attacks delivered in the early 
morning to the east of Wrytschaete after a 
restless night, also failed with heavy losses. 

Army Group of the German Crown Prince— 
On the Chemin des Dames the French repeated 
their fruitless attacks against the height posi- 
tions we captured to the south of Filain and to 
the north-east of Cerny. Thev edvanced 
against our lines five times during the course of 
the day and the night,,but were repulsed every 
time by our well-tried troops. Also on the 
western bank of the Meuse the enemy in the 
evening delivered a fruitless counter-thrust in 
order to recapture the positions we took from 
him. The number of prisoners taken in yes- 
terday’s successful fighting, in which, apart from 
Syaden regiments, Hannoverian, and Oldenburg 
troops also took a glorious part, has increased 
to over 750 men.
